SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


Private John J. Kearns of Battery B. 


Fifth Field Artillery, in France, writes 
an interesting letter to his brother-in- 
law, David Bourgeois of Dracut, who 
enlisted in the national service a year, 
ago last May. 
This is the first news 


which Mr. Bourgeois received from him 
since last August: 


France, May 25, 1918. 
Bear Dave: Just a few lines, hoping 
they find all the family in good health. 
Tell your mother there is nothing to 
worry about, because American sol- 
diers are as well protected here as we 
would be at home. We get good food 
and clean clothes whenever we need 


They had mass in a church last Sun- 
day near where we are stationed, well 
within the firing line. Can you beat 
it? Each village, no matter how many 
houses there are, has a good-sized 
church. You can see the steeples for 
miles around. I was in a church the 
other day that had been shot up. 
Everything was lying 
around 
as 
though the occupants had been obliged 
to get out in a hurry. I have seen 
hundreds of villages with not a single 
house standing. 
Massachusetts soldiers went through 
our street one day and I never knew 
it until they had gone. I haven't seen 
a single person that I know since I left 
Lowell-. I have been here since Aug. 13 
and don't want to be any place else 
until the finish. Give my best regards 
to everybody.

Dear Mother and Dad: Just a line 


hoping it will find you in the best of 
health as it has left me. I know that 
long before you receive this letter you 
will have read all about our battle and 
its results. 
Well, don't let false re- 
ports worry you. It will be only a short 
time before I shall be able to take my 
place again in the front line. 
Dear Sister Julia: I received your 
letter on'June 6, 24 hours before I went 
into battle, and it gave me a lot of 
courase to perform my duty. I sup- 
pose that by this timo you have learned 
about my being wounded. Well, it is 
up to you to keep the folks in good 
spirits. I am on the road to recovery 
and by the time this letter reaches you 
I hope to.be on my way back to my 
pals. I am getting the best of care 
and the best of food and with about 10 
days more of it I will be able to get 
back to my company. 
The German papers said that we 
were good sports, but that we would 
not be able to stand the gaff 
on the 
western front. 
Von Hindenberg said 
that all he would have to do would be 
to blow his breath at us, but, believe 
mft, Sis, he would have to have 
his 
breath full of garlic to,stop us, because 
that is the only smell that we cannot 
stand.

who is with the Engineer Train Com- 
pany, 101st Engineer Regiment, "Some- 
where in France": 


Prance, June 34, 'IS. 
Dear 
: I am still in the land 
of the living1, and in fine health and 
fettle. I have gained about 20 pounds, 
and am eating everything in sight. 
I 
earnestly 
hope you are all well at 
home. 
Well, 
, I suppose yon are curl- 


oua about things over here, and I will 
try to give you an outline of conditions 
so far as it is permissible. 
The weather for the past week has 
boen ideal. Wo have sunny skies, and 
the seen cry throughout this sector is 
something* splendid. Tho land Is under 
cultivation, and nil kinds of plants find 
flowers fire in bloom. 
I havp at. last 


l.ho pleasure of £QCtug sunny Franco 
living up to its name. 
The farms arc only a few kilometres 
behind the firing 
lines, 
and 
Nature 
scorns so peaceful, that it makes me 
sometimes think I am droamlng and 
the war la a myth, but, however, tho 


Fourth of July celebration always go- 
iner on very ouickly. dispels the dream. 
'The towns around here are all intact, 
and the ravages of war have not, as 
yet, 
touched them, as the enemy did 
not penetrate, the lines in this.sector as 
in others. 
Another fellow and I are 
in charge of an automobile truck and 
bring up materials and supplies to the 
other engineers who are working near 
the trenches. 
It is very interesting 
and at the same time unhealthy if a 
shell drops near us in transit. 
"We do 
most of our trucking at night, and the 
roads are very dark, but that is the 
only favorable time as the German ob- 
servation balloons are watching for us 
in the daytime. 
I have visited a lot of towns In the 
different sectors and have met many 
Lowell boys which has afforded me a 
lot of pleasure; The company to which 
I am attached has considerable equip- 
ment. We have 27 wagons. 20 of which 
are classed as combat wagons, six as 
caissons, one water wagon 
(upon 
which we are all seated), 12 three-ton 
auto trucks, one Dodge touring car, 
two motorcycles, 110 mules and four 
saddle horses. You can appreciate the 
work we have to do, but it is all in the 
life of the army, and one doesn't mind 
it after getting used to it. 
I got a chance last week to go to a 
large town. Our motor truck 
needed 
overhauling, and we took it to the divi- 
sional garage for repairs. We then 
spent three days 
in this 
particular 
town. It is quite large and has a 
cathedral, big department stores and 
fine theatres. I had a good time while' 
there, and I met a Lowell soldier who 
hails from Centralville. He is now a 
cook in the 30th Engineers. While at 
homo he used to be in the potato busi-. 
ness. 
Well, I was rather reluctant to leave 
this town, but orders must be obeyed 
and as the French soldiers say, it is 
the war (cest la guerre). 
There have been three good scraps 
since we arrived In this sector, and the 
boches have found the Americans foe- 
men worthy of their steel. Things are 
quiet just now, and we are watching 
and, waiting. 
I forgot to tell you we spent two 
months on the Soissons sector and left 
a few days before the Germans started 
their big drive- 
It, is now 9.15 p. m., and is getting 
dusk. The longest days don't get dark 
until 10.15 o'clock. Wishing you all at 
home good luck, I remain,

submarine captain had only to stop 
the Llandovery Castle, seize the eight 
officers and take them to Germany, as 
proof of allied guilt in using hospital 
ships for transports. 


Many Lives Lost 


LONDON, July 2.—A German sub- 


marine 70 miles from the Irish coast, 
on the night of June 27, torpedoed the 
11,000-ton 
hospital 
ship Llandovery 


Castle, which had been chartered by 
the Canadian government 
and 
had 


been carrying wounded and sick from 
England to Canada for many, months 
past. The ship was then on her way 
to England. 
She had on board 258 


persons, including 80 men of the Can- 
adian Army Medical corps and 14 fe- 
male nurses. ._ 


Up to the latest reports only 24 of 


those on board, including the captain, 
have survived the treacherous attack, 
which came without warning. 


"It was during the night of June 27, 


towards 10.30, that the crime occurred. 
The Llandovery Castle, 
steaming on 


her course at some 14 knots, showed

This is the third article written by 


Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, former chief 
of staff of the United States army, now 
commander at Camp Dix for The Sun 
and other papers having tho service of 
the Newspaper Enterprise Association: 


Army life is BO different from civil 


life, the tasks that each man is set to 
do, and the methods of accomplishing 
these tasks Ve all so different, that it 
might be interesting to the friends and 
relatives of the boys in th« national 
army to hear something 
about 
the 


day's work of the new soldier. 


With this thought in 
mind, 
this 


story of a day's work is Written. 


It is written of life in a cantonment 


in the northern part of the country; 
tjie cantonment itself lies high and dry 
in a clean, well-drained area, and is 
largely composed of great 
barrack 


buildings, in which the men are housed 
and fed. 
,_ 


The young soldier tumbles out of a 


comfortable bed at 6.15 to the sound 
of the bugle blowing first call, and has 
15 minutes to dress himself and get 
ready for the first formation of the day 
—reveille. 


Reveille blows at 6.30, he falls in 


with his comrades on his company 
street in line. 


Hess call sounds at 6.50 sharp. He 
has-until 7.30 to finish his breakfast, 
make up his bed neatly, sweep out un- 
der his cot, and do those little things 
around his bunk which his mother or 
sister generally did for him at home. 


At 7.30, having cleaned himself and 


his own belongings, he turns out to 
clean up his company street to the 
sound of fatigue call, and for 20 min- 
utes he is picking up papers thrown 
or blown into his company street, cig- 
arets dropped the night before, match 
sticks, and odds and ends. This teach- 
es him to carry anything he wants to 
throw away to the proper receptacle. 


At 7.50 the bugle blows first call for 
morning instruction, and at 8 o'clock 
we find the soldier in line with his 
company ready for morning drill. 


Now follow three and a half hours 


of hard work. An hour of setting-up 
exercises, to exercise and develop ev- 
ery muscle from his neck, to his heels, 
and strengthen and temper his body. 
He is taught to breathe properly, to fill 
his lungs with pure air, to stand prop- 
erly and to become a healthy specimen 
of- American manhood. 


From this he goes on to actual drill- 
ing. 


He is taught to become one of a 


squad which acts ur.cler the leadership 
of a corporal, 
to march correctly, to 


turn, to obey commands promptly and 
unhesitatingly. 


At intervals under the shade of a big 
tree the captain or one of his offi- 
cers gives the men an informal talk 
on the personal habits of a good sol- 
dier, regulations governing the army, 
articles of war, military courtesy, or 
some other study or topic it is wise 
for the young soldier to know. So the 
mornins goes, alternating drill and lec- 
ture, until recall blows at 11.45 and the 
young soldier is marched back to his 
barracks, for the well-earned meal, 
and rest. 


One o'clock finds him in line again 
at drill call, and the afternoon is spent 
as the morning was, in alternating drill 
and verbal 
instruction. According to 


schedule, the afternoon is varied, and 
consists of sighting and aiming exer- 
cises, preparing the 
young soldier's 


shoulders, arms and neck for their task 
in firing his rifle; he is taught to hold 
his rifle steadily, to keep his head still, 
to sight accurately, 50 that when he 
goes on the rifle range he can be 
taught to shoot straight and fast. He 
has already begun to learn that his 
rifle is his best friend, 
and must be 


taken care of and handled properly. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock the young 


soldier is dismissed 
from 
the 
drill 


ground, and goes to hia quarters to 
clean up for the formal parade of the 
day. that of retreat. 


This ceremony inspires 
reverence 


for the flag and all it stands for. Our 
young friend takes his place in the 
company, with his uniform and Imt 
well brushed, shoes shined, rifle spot- 
less. The bugles blow retreat, and 
then at the command, he, with his 
company presents arms, while the band 
plays "The Star Spangled Banner," and 
the flag is slowly lowered into the 
arms of the non-commissioned officer 
waiting to receive it and fold it so 
carefully that no corner of it 
ever 


touches the ground. 


After retreat comes supper, plentiful 


and well chosen. After supper, with 
his mess kit washed and put away, 
the young soldier may join some chums 
and go to tho Y.M.C.A., where he will 
find a warm welcome, many amuse- 
ments and a home-like atmosphere, or 
he may go to the library and pick out 
his favorite book, or if he is a wise 
young gentleman, he will take 
some 


book on military matters and seek that 
instruction without which he cannot 
hope thoroughly to master the army 
game. 


In a.Il companies there will be a 


school for non-commissioned 
officers, 


conducted by one of the officers of the 
company, and to that school may go 
any young man who desires to qualify 
for 
non-commissioned rank. There 


arc also school for those men of the 
national army 
who are 
unable 
to 


speak English. 


In addition to these evening schools, 


there is a series of technical schools 
giving special instruction to men hav- 
ing special qualifications. Soldiers ap- 
pointed to these schools are relieved at 
certain times of the day to attend. 


Thus passes his evening, and at 9.45 


the bugle sounds the call to quarters—

THE WAR OUTLOOK 


The Allies have materially strength- 


ened their position on all fronts. The 
Italians have practically stopped the 
Austrians and inflicted 
such severe 


losses that another drive is not expect- 
ed from that source. On the contrary, 
there is a splendid opportunity for a 
strong allied offensive that will prob- 
ably be taken advantage of in the near 
future. 


On the western front an army of 


220,000 Americans blocks the enemy's 
advance towards Paris, while the de- 
fense of the channel has been much 
improved, not only by an increase in 
the defending forces but in the recent 
capture of important positions held by 
the Germans. 


The enemy, it appears, is planning 


a great drive—probably his last des- 
perate effort, but so far as can be 
judged, the Allies are better prepared 
to meet it than they were at any time 
since the first drive in March. 


MAPS OF THE SUBWAYS 


It must have occurred to those who 


visit Boston only occasionally, that the 
Elevated company could popularize its 
. subway lines to a very great extent by 
putting out a clear map of the system 
so that the general public might be 
assisted in finding out the various con- 
nections and ramifications. Since the 
Washington street lines were added to 
the subway system formerly existing, 
it is very much more difficult to pick 
out a definite route through all the 
subways, tunnels and transfer stations. 


How is the occasional visitor to Bos- 


ton to find his way in this labyrinth 
without some guide? The signs sus- 
pended at the stations may be suffi- 
cient for those familiar with the routes 
lyat not tor the total stranger who is 
trying to nake his way under the city. 
Perhaps it would cost considerable to 
get out such maps and have them 
available at all subway entrances; but 
they would be of great service to the 
public and would undoubtedly increase 
the revenue of the company by en- 
abling the general public to use the 
subways more freely than they do. 


CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR 


Richard H. Long, a prominent shoe

FOOD SAVED THE ALLIES 


During February and March our al- 


lies in Europe suffered from shortage 
of food. In London, in March, there 
were always 200,000 or more people in 
line waiting- for a chance to get food 
supplies. In April the foods saved by 
Americans began reaching Europe in 
quantity. Says Mr. Hoover: 


"The forturiC*e thing is, our food got 


over there just when the great spring 
offensive of the Germans got under 
way, and just when the morale of the 
allied peoples was going down very 
fast. Our food saved the day and we 
never could have shipped the amounts 
we did if it had not been for the enor- 
mous savings voluntarily effected by 
the American people. 


"The American housewife is holding 


the line by feeding our Allies until we 
get an American army over there in 
force. If it had not been for her, the 
war would have been over." 


Of course this authoritative informa- 


tion is startling, and we have all got 
to go right on conserving food, but the 
point we want to make in respect to 
this matter is, that it is authoritative 
information as to what the people's 
savings and sacrifices have 
actually 


accomplished. It is 
information a 


pound of which weighs more than a 
ton of programs, plans, specifications 
and promises, and giving such infor- 
mation should in much larger degree 
enter 
into the war 
management's 


policy. 


The old claim that informing the 


American people as to what they have 
done is informing the enemy, is pretty 
much a worn-out gag, which in certain 
cases has had ulterior motives. Ger- 
many knows our resources, knows that 
we're in it for all we're worth and very 
likely knows what we've accomplished 
quite as well as most of the American 
people. Men and women are 
but 


grown-up children. Show a child that 
it has done big things, and, in nine 
cases out of ten, it will at once go 
at doing bigger things. Mr. 
Hoover 


declares that we saved Europe 
from 


collapse, 
last 
spring. Very 
good. 


We'll put her beyond reach of collapse 
so long as this war lasts. 


LAUNCHINGS ON THE FOURTH 
The United States is to celebrate In- 


dependence day by launching nearly 
100 ships for service in the war. 


The launchings will include forty- 


one steel vessels of from 3,500 to 12,000 
tons, making a total of about 290,000 
tons; fifty-two wooden vessels of from 
3,500 to 4,700 tons each, totaling 185,200 
tons. Thus the grand total nets at 
least 475,200 tons. 


The yards at which the launchings 


will take place with the number of 
ships turned out by each are: 


Steel ships—Eastern yards, 12; Gulf 


yards, 1; Great Lakes, 11; Pacific 
coast, 17. 


Wooden vessels—Eastern yards, 12; 


Gulf yards, 14; Pacific coast, 26. 


Nothing in the line of shipbuilding 


at all comparable to this turning out 
of nearly a hundred ships ever oc- 
curred in the history of the world, and 
furthermore, nothing of the kind was 
ever before possible. Yet this is but 
a small item in the program that has 
been planned by the government. 


As a result of the speeding up proc- 


ess, the number of ships now being 
lompleted is more than was formerly 
•onsidcrod possible. 


Chairman Hurley of the shipping 


board predicts that in two years hence 
the United States will have a merchant 
marine of 25,000,000 tons. Since enter- 
ing the war, the addition 
from 
all 


sources has 
reached approximately 


i.500,000. The work is but well started 
ind is to continue through 1919 and 
1920. 
Already the result of the 
In- 


crease has had a very noticeable effect 
in reducing the activity of. the sub- 
narlnes. In a few months more the 
mbmarine menace will practically have 
>een completely overcome. It is thus 
highly gratifying to know 
that 
the 


United States has been largely instru- 
mental in checking the ruthlessness of 
the enemy at sea as well as on land. 
These are forerunners of the success 
that is to come. 


WAR CONDITIONS NOT FELT HERE 


There is great need of steadiness and 


patience among our industrial workers, 
in these limes of inflated prices and 
labor scarcity. 


Those who may feel restive should 


romembor that we are at. war and take 
care not to do anything that will in 
any way hinder the operations of war 
or affect the general support of the 
government by the people. 


Tho people of this country have not 


yet begun to feel the actualities .of

such an England and France, where the

people make no fuss over wages so 
long as they get enough to eat. 


Those who remember conditions here 


in the Civil war can tell a story that 
would make the profiteers 
of 
today 


ashamed of themselves. And we wish 
to remark here that profiteers are not 
all in the contracting or manufacturing 
class. The workman who is well paid 
and who makes an unreasonable de- 
mand for higher wages must be class- 
ed with the profiteers who hamper the 
government 
and retard 
production. 


But in reference to Civil war times in 
Lowell, it might be said that grass was 
growing upon our streets, so to speak, 
so far as industrial activity Was con- 
cerned. Few of the cotton mills had 
anything to do; the people could not 
find employment in which to earn a 
living except in the army, and the cost 
of living ran much higher than at pres- 
ent. The price of flour was then $24 
per barrel; butter, 75 cents per pound; 
cheese, 50 cents per pound; kerosene, 
which was then used very largely for 
domestic lighting, was 15 cents per 
quart; tea, $1.25 per pound; and meat, 
eggs, and other commodities propor- 
tionately high. 


If this war lasts two or three years 


longer, we shall see a far different 
state of affairs from "What we have at 
present. Prices will continue to go up, 
labor will become scarcer, the 
food 


shortage more acute, and there will 
practically be no industries running 
except those which are necessary to 
the progress of the war. 


For a people at war, and such a war, 


we are getting through it with re- 
markably little suffering or privation. 
The boys who go over 
are 
making 


nearly all the sacrifices and it is not 
for us at home to raise a great hulla- 
baloo if we cannot get everything to 
suit us or if we are a little discommod- 
ed by the actualities of war.

Holland Plant to. Turn Over 


50,000 Tons of Potato* 
to the Germane 


America May Retaliate and 


Cut Off Supplies if the 
Report is True 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
2.—Official 


announcement from The Hague that 
the Netherlands government has agreed 
to export patatoes from the new crop 
in equal quantities to the belligerent 
nations, brought the disclosure yester- 
day of the fact that the United States 
government has information of Hol- 
land's intention to export 50,000 tons 
of potatoes to Germany. 


Officials believe that in expressing a 
willingness to export potatoes to each 
of the belligerents, Holland is under- 
taking to disguise her intention of sup- 
plying large quantities of much-needed 
food to Germany alone. 
Potatoes on Way to Germany 


Shipments to Germany already are 
under way, according to cable advices, 
the movement following closely on the 
announcement in Germany of the re- 
duction of the potato ration from seven 
to three pounds weekly. 
To supply Germany anything like 


60,000 tons of potatoes. Holland, it was 
said yesterday, not only would be vio- 
lating an agreement with Great Britain 
to supply that country and Germany 
each with 5000 tona of potatoes yearly, 
but also probably would imperil her 
food agreement with the United States. 
Under that 
agreement 
America 
promised the Netherlands government 
grain in large quantities, and since 
much of it already has been shipped, 
some officials were of the opinion that 
the government, while disinclined to 
deprive Holland of further food sup- 
plies, might, in the face of public opin- 
ion in this country have to take drastic 
retaliatory action against Holland if 
she insists on allowing Germany 50,000 
tons of potatoes at a time when the 
central powers are believed to be ex- 
periencing a food crisis. 
Washington Surprised 


Holland's willingness to give Ger- 
many this great amount of food caused 


•urptiM UBOBI official*, In view ol re- 
cent famine la that country, which waa 
narrowly averted by prompt action of 
the American government In shipping 
(rain and other foodstuffs. 
Word if reaching Washington that 
already protest* are being heard in 
Holland against the potato exportation 
on the ground that famine may he ex- 
pected there next winter. 
NEW YORK TO PARIS 


IN FIVE DAYS 


PARIS, July 3—A naval base on the 


French coast used by the Americans 
in their transport traffic is destined af- 
ter the war to become the European 
marine terminus "of a five-day New 
York-to-Paris 
route, 
according to 


American naval officers, as their views 
are reported by Raymond Lestonnat in 
L'lllustratlon. 


"It is the port of Europe, how is It 


you have not found that out for your- 
selves?" 'the writer records the Ameri- 
cans as saying. "The new liners which 
we will build after the war and which 
will put Paris within five days of New 
York, will use it. We shall build a 
new railroad to Paris and everybody 
will come this way from continent to 
continent."

COAL IS COMING 


Stonrow Confident Conditioiu 


Will Be Better Thui ThoM 
of Latt Winter 


State 
Promised 
Over 
a 


Million 
Tons 
More 
by 


Federal Officers 


BOSTON, July 2.--A detailed state- 


ment concerning the outlook for coal 
this winter was made by Councillor 
James J. Storrow, fuel administrator 
for New England, at the meeting of 
the city council yesterday. In declar- 
ing that the proposal of a committee 
of the council to establish a municipal 
coal pocket was not feasible because 
no coal supply could be diverted from 
the amount that will be allotted to 
Massachusetts, Mr. Storrow expressed 
confidence that general conditions this 
year would be better than those of last 
winter. 


He said that Massachusetts had been 


promised by the federal authorities an 
increase of 12 per cent in the anthra- 
cite delivery as compared with last 
year. This would mean, Mr. Storrow 
itated, about 1,000,000 tons increase. 


"There is no such thing as the mu- 


nicipality going out and using $100,000 
or $1,000,000 and increasing the amount 
of coal that can be brought into Bos- 
ton," said Mr. Storrow. "Every ton of 
coal that is coming in between now 
and the first of next April has been 
allotted; so much to this city or town 
and so much to that. Coal will move 
in this state on that schedule. 
"I think, too, we have a right not to 
expect such a winter as we had last 
year. We have restricted deliveries to 
people taking more than six tons. We 
hope that people are going to be more 
economical, that the winter is going to 
be an average winter, and we have 12 
per cent more coal. With those three 
factors, we hope that conditions here 
next winter will be very materially im- 
proved as compared with last winter."

Independent and other magazines, anc 
wrote his first book, "Plain Thought 
on the Art of Living." Later Dr. Glad 
den became identified 
with leading 
magazines and at the close of dutie 
as pastor at North Adams in 1871, he 
joined the staff of The Independent 
serving as editor of the publication 
for four years. 
At the close of 1874 Dr. Gladden re 
signed his editorship and went to 
Springfield, Mass., as pastor of the 
North Congregational church.

His activity in bringing church lif 
closer to every day problems was wel 
illustrated in his personal work in Co 
lumbus. 
He was in the forefront o 


the fight for municipal reform and in 
1900-1902,.he served as a member 
the Columbus city council. He greatly 
helped to frame 
new trolley 
fran 
chises, improve the water supply am 
organize citizens for the election o 
better officials. 


Dr. Gladden for many years 
mani 
tested deep interest in 
educationa 
work and lectured before leading col 
leges and universities, both 
of 
the 


United States and England. 
Various honors directly connectei 
with his Christian ministry came to 
Dr. Gladden. In 1891 he was a dele 
gate to the International congress o 
Congregationalists in London, and for 
three years was moderator of the Con- 
gregational church 
of 
America—the 


highest hunor in that denomination in 
the United States. 


Few of his manifestations of politi- 


cal interest attracted more attention 
than 
his 
friendship 
for 
Theodore 
Roosevelt which began when the lat- 
ter was police commission 
of New 


York City. Through the instrumen- 
tlatiy of Colonel Roosevelt, Dr. Glad- 
den was able to assist in the settle- 
ment of the great 
anthracite coal 


strike in 1902. 
Dr. Gladden was born at 
Potts- 


grove, Pa., Feb. 11, 1836, the son of 
Solomon Gladden and Amanda Dan- 
iels. Until he was sixteen he lived on 
farms near Oswego, N. Y. 
When he 


was 16 his uncle got him the place o1 
printer's apprentice in the office of the 
Oswego Gazette. 
In 1855 he entered 
Oswego academy to prepare for the 
ministry. Thence in September, 1856 
he went to Williams college, graduat- 
ing in 1859. 
He married Jennie O. 


Cohoon, who had been a schoolmate in 
Oswego Academy.

He found a, de- 
sirable building, rented it on tho spot 
and had the place fully equipped, in- 
cluding an operating and X-ray room, 
within three days. 


The second hospital had a few beds 


and a, little equipment when the Red 
Cross officers arrived. Its capacity was 
ncreased to 600 beds by means of 
quipment rushed from Paris by motor 
rucks. The trucks, with bedding and 
lospital equipment, reached the hospi- 
al simultaneously with the wounded 
rom-the battlefield.

The federal explosives act, a war 


measure adopted to control the manu- 
facture, storage, purchase and use of 
explosives and ingredients 
in this 


country, is now in force. The law af- 
fects 
physicians, educational institu- 


tions, contractors, wholesale and retail 
druggists, manufacturers 
and many 


other branches of the trade, who have 
in their possession ingredients classed 
as explosives in quantities of one ounce 
or more and they must be licensed, 
while purchasers of said ingredients in 
quantities of one ounce or more must 
also have a license. 


The government has placed a ban on 


the use of nitric acid, 
bichromates, 


chlorates, nitrates of all grades 
and 


strengths, mixed acids, perborates and 
perchlorates, permanganates, peroxides 
and phosphorous, and all who have any 
of the listed ingredients in quantities 
of one ounce or more in their posses- 
sion, are affected under this law, while 
included in this list are also fireworks 
except those sold in ten cent packages, 
flashlight powder, all kinds of smoke- 
less powder, and dynamite. All deal- 
ers who sell fireworks must have a 
vender's license. 
The purpose of this law is to prevent 


disloyal persons from procuring explo- 
isves and ingredients.

War Department Issues Rules 


to Govern Contests Among 
1,500,000 Men'in Training 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
2.—Official 


army boxing rules, codified to govern 
contests among the million and a halt 
of men In training have been issued 
by war department commission on 
training camp activities. 
The new 


code differs radically from the regula- 
tions commonly In use for the last 
ten or 15 years and resembles more 
particularly the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules which laid stress on fast, 
cl«ver- fighting.' Greater credit is giv- 
en "to the boxer who Is aggressive in 
tplte of punishment than to the one 
who cover* up or clinches. 


"A million arid a naif men of the 


new army are being taught to box," 
says Dr. Joseph B. Raycroft, head of 
the athletic division of the commission, 
./'because It develops in them tho.se 
qualities of alertness and pugnacity 
which make them better bayonet fight- 
ers. 
Success in bayonet fighting de- 


pends upon aggressive determination 
and attack even more than upon skill. 
Boxing develops this aggressiveness in 
offense.1 A 
fierce-attacking 
forward- 


action bayonet charge means- a 98 pe 
cent, quota of fighting men returne 
to safety. This is one important rea- 
son why the new boxing rules set a 
high-', jpremiunv upon offensive rather 
than on defensive fighting." 


All- back stepping, covering up and 


purely Defensive work are discour- 
aged under the army boxing rules and 
each contestant is made subject to a 
penalty for such work. 
This latter 


recommendation is a direct departure 
from the accepted, standard of ring 
strategy which puts .-a- premium on 
purely defensive tactics. 


Under the new rules .a total of six 


blows constitutes the ground plan of 
the boxing program. The maintenance 
of such a series of blows must be tak- 
en into consideration in the final judg- 
ment of. points. "The value of attack

The bier contribution of boxing to 


military training is to develop in men 
the willingness and ability to fight at 
close range. Its purpose is to teach 
soldiers to give and take punishment. 
There is a close relation in the qual- 
ities required for boxing and bayonet 
fighting. 
Both require agility, of .body, 


qulclcne'ss of eye, good balance and 
control In giving a punch or thrust, 
and an aggressive fighting spirit that 
breaks down or weakens' defense, and 
makes openings for an effective "fin- 
ish." , 
An efficient fighting soldier must hot 


only be trained in the technique of 
offense and 
defense, 
but 
must be 
"charged" with the 
proper 
fighting 


spirit. We are dealing with men who 
are strangers in the main to personal 
combats of any nature, and it is to- 
ward this class of soldiers that the ma- 
_ 
portion of athletic and boxing ac- 


tivities should be directed. 
Forward 


action and aggressiveness In bayonet 
fighting is essential. Aggressive ac- 
tion in boxing tends to the same end 
and should be given due credit in the 
judging of contests. 
Principal Feature* of Code 


The principal features of the army 


boxing code are as follows': 


The ring, which is not to be less 


than 16 nor more than 20 feet square, 
must be enclosed by at least three 
ropes, covered • with cloth wrappings, 
to be stretched from four posts prop- 
erly padded. 
The floor of the ring 


shall extend beyond the lower ropes 
for a distance of not less than two 
feet. If the floor is of wood or other 
hard substance, it is to be padded with 
matting, corrigated paper or felt, or 
dampened sawdust covered with tightly 
stretched canvas. 


Gloves in all novice contests shall 


not weigh less than ten ounces, and 
for "trained men" bouts, eight ounces. 
Six or eight ounce gloves may be used 
for divisional championship contests. 


Trained men matches are for those 


who have won elimination company 
championships. 
All contestants who 


have 
not 
qualified 
in 
elimination 


matches will be regarded as novices. 
Contests for trained men are limited 


to four rounds, of two minutes'' dura- 
tion with an intermission of one min- 
ute between rounds for rest. If the 
judges disagree the referee may at his 
discretion call for a fifth round, lim- 
ited to two minutes. The novice, con- 
tests are subject to the same rulings.

The time keeper must be 
seated 


close to and outside of the ring and 
shall Indicate the beginning and end 
of each round by bell, gong or whistle.

American

they've learned a new appellation for 
them which they declare is even more 
appropriate. 


It's "Attaboys!" 
American baseball fans will recog- 


nize its source immediately. 


"Yanks" gained its popularity be- 


fore the great American pastime was 
played so generally in England and in 
France. 


When the English heard the Yankees 


cry "Attaboy!" as some player hit 
out a three-bagger, they immediately 
started an inquiry into the meaning 
of the term. One English paper de- 
scribed it thus: 


"The term expresses the satisfaction

Private John J. Kearns of Battery B. 


Fifth Field Artillery, in France, writes 


interesting 'letter to his brother-in- 


law, 
David Bourgeois of Dracut, who 


enlisted in the national service a year 
ago last May. This is the first news 


hich Mr. Bourgeois received from him 


since last August: 


France, May 55, 191S. 
Dear Dave: Just a few lines, hoping 
they find all the family in good health. 
Tell your mother there is nothing to 
worry a-bout, because 
American sol- 
diers are as well protected here as we 
would be at home. We get good food 
and clean clothes whenever we need 
;hem. 
They had mass in a church last Sun- 
day near where we are stationed, well 
within the firing line. 
Can you heat 
it? Each village, no matter how many 
louses 
there 
are, has a good-sized 
church. You can see the steeples for 
miles around. 
I was in a church the 
other day that had been shot up. 
Everything was lying 
around 
as 
hough the occupants-had been obliged 
-o get out 
in a hurry. I have seen 
lundreds of villages with not a single 
louse standing. 
Massachusetts soldiers went through 
our street one day and I never knew 
it until they had gone. I haven't seen 
a single person that I know since I left 
Lowell. 1 have been here since Aug. 13 
and don't want to be any place else 
until the finish. Give my best regards 
to everybody.

I sup- 
pose that by this time you have learned 
about my being v.-ounded. Well, it is 
up to you to keep the folks in good 
spirits. I am on the road to recovery 
and by the time this letter reaches you 
[ hope to be on my way back tn 
my 
pals. 
I am getting the best o£ care 
and the best of food and with about 10 
days more of it I will be able to get 
oack to my company. 
, The German papers said that 
we 
were good sports, but that we would 
not be able to stand the gaff 
on

western front. 
Von Hindenberg said 
that all he would have to do would he 
to blow his breath at us, but, believe 
me, Sis, he would have to have 
his 


r>reath full of garlic to stop us. because 
that is the only smell that we cannot 
stand.

where in Franco":. 


France, June 14, 'IS. 
Dear 
: I am still in the land 
of the living, and in line health and 
'etUe. I have gained obout 20 pounds, 
and am eating everything in sight. I 
earnestly 
hope you are all well at 
lome. , 
Well, •— 
, I suppose you are curi- 
ous about things over here, and I will 
try to give you an outline of conditions 
so far as it is permissible. 
The weather for the past week has 
seen Ideal. Wo have sunny skies, and 
the scenery throughout this sector is 
something splendid. The land is undor 
cultivation, nnd all kinds of plants and 
flowers aro In bloom. 
T have nt last 
the pleasure of sowing sunny France 
livlnp; up to Its nnnie. 
The. farms aro only a fow kilometres 
behind tho (irlnp; 
lines, 
and 
Natinv, 
seems so peaceful. Unit it makes mo 
some times think I am dreaming: and 
the war la a myth, but. however, the 


Fourth of July celebration always go- 
ing- on very quickly dispels the dream. 
The towns around here are all intact, 
and the ravages of war have not, as 
yet, touched them, as the enemy did 
not penetrate the lines in this sector as 
in others. Another fellow and I are 
in charge of an automobile truck and 
bring up materials a.nd supplies to the 
other engineers who are working near 
the trenches. 
It is very interesting 
and at the same time unhealthy if a 
shell drops near us in transit. 
We do 
most of our trucking at night, and the 
roads are very dark, but that is the 
only favorable time as the German ob- 
servation balloons are watching for us 
in the daytime. 
I have visited a lot of towns In the 
different sectors and have met many 
Lowell boys which has afforded ,me a 
lot of pleasure. The company to which 
I am attached has considerable equip- 
ment. We have 27 wagons, 20 of which 
are classed as combat wagons, six as 
caissons, one water wagon 
(upon 
which we are all seated), 12 three-ton 
auto trucks, one Dodge touring car, 
two motorcycles, 110 mules and four 
saddle horses.- You can appreciate the 
work we have trf do, but it is all in the 
life of the army, and one doesn't mind 
it after getting used to it. 
I got a chance last week to go to a 
large town. Our motor truck needed 
overhauling, and we took it to the divi- 
sional garage for repairs. We then 
spent three days in this 
particular 
town, it is auite large and has a 
cathedral, big department stores and 
fine theatres. I had a good time while 
there, and I met a Lowell soldier who 
hails from Centralville. He is now a 
cook in the 30th Engineers. 
While at 
home he used to be in the potato busi- 
ness. 
Well, I was rather reluctant to leave 
this town, but orders must be obeyed 
and as the French soldiers say, it is 
the war (cest la guerre). 
There have been three good 
scraps 
since we arrived in this sector, and the 
boches have found the Americans foe- 
men worthy of their steel. Things are 
quiet just now, and we are watching 
and waiting. 
I forgot to tell you we spent two 
months on the Soissons sector and left 
a few days before the Germans started 
their big drive. 
It is now 9.15 p. m., and is getting 
dusk. The longest days don't get dark 
until 10.15 o'clock. Wishing you all at 
home good luck, I remain,

This is the third article written by 


Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, former chief 
of staff of the United States army, now 
commander at Camp Dix for The Sun 
and other papers having the service of 
the Newspaper Enterprise Association: 


Army lifo is so different from civil 


life, the tasks that each man is set to 
do, and the methods of accomplishing 
these tasks are all so different, that It 
might be interesting to the friends and 
relatives of the boys in the national 
army to hear something about 
the 


day's work of -the new soldier. 


With this thought in 
mind, 
this 


story of a day's work is written. 


It is written of life in a cantonment 


in the northern part of the country; 
the cantonment itself lies high and dry 
in a clean, well-drained area, and is 
largely composed of 
great 
barrack 


buildings, in which the men are housed 
and fed. 


The young soldier tumbles out of a 


comfortable bed at 6.15 to the .sound 
,of the bugle blowing first call, and has 
15 minutes to dress himself and get 
ready for the first formation of the day 
—reveille. 


Heveill* blows at 6.30. he falls i'n 


with his comrades on his company 
street in line. 


Mess call sounds at 6.50 sharp. He 


has'until 7.30 to finish his breakfast, 
make up his bed neatly, sweep out un- 
der his cot, and do those little things 
around his bunk which his mother or 
sister generally did for him at home. 


At 7.30, having cleaned himself and 


his own belongings, he turns out to 
clean up his company street to the 
sound of fatigue call, and for 20 min- 
utes he is picking up papers thrown 
or blown into his company street, cig- 
arets dropped the night before, match 
sticks, and odds and ends. This teach- 
es him,to carry anything he wants to 
throw away to the proper receptacle. 


At 7.50 the bugle blows first call for 


morning instruction, and at 8 o'clock 
we find the soldier in line with his 
company ready for morning drill. 


Now follow three and a half hours 


of hard work. An hour of setting-up 
exercises, to exercise and develop ev- 
ery muscle from his neck to his heels, 
'and strengthen and temper his body. 
He is taught to'breathe properly, to fill 
his lungs with pure air, to stand prop- 
erly and to become a healthy specimen 
of American manhood. 
" From this he goes on to actual drill- 
ing. 


He is taught to become one of 
a 


squad which acts under the leadership 
of a corporal, to march correctly, to 
turn, to obey commands promptly and 
unhesitatingly. 


At intervals under the shade of a big 


tree the- captain or one of his 
offi- 


cers gives the men an informal talk 
on the personal habits of a good sol- 
dier, regulations governing the army, 
articles of war, military courtesy, or 
some other study or topic it is wise 
for the young soldier to know. So the 
morning goes, alternating drill and lec- 
ture, until recall blows at 11.45 and the 
young soldier is marched back~"to his 
barracks, for the well-earned meal, 
and rest. 


One o'clock finds him in line again 


at drill call, and the afternoon is spent 
as the morning was, in alternating drill 
and verbal instruction. According to 
schedule, the afternoon is varied, and 
consists of sighting and aiming exer- 
cises, preparing the 
young 
soldier's 


shoulders, arms and neck for their task 
in firing his rifle; he is taught'to hold 
his rifle steadily, to keep his head still, 
to sight accurately, so that when he 
goes on the rifle range he can be 
taught to shoot straight and fast. He 
has already begun to learn that his 
rifle is his best friend, 
and must be 


taken care of and handled properly. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock the young 


soldier is dismissed 
from 
the 
drill 


ground, and goes to his quarters to 
clean up for the formal pai-ade of the 
day, that of retreat. 


This 
ceremony inspires 
reverence 


for the flag and all it stands for. Our 
young friend takes his place in the 
company, with his uniform and hat 
well brushed, shoes shined, rifle spot- 
less. The bugles blow retreat, 
and 


then at the command, he, with his 
company presents arms, while the band 
plays "The Star Spangled Banner," and 
the flag is slowly lowered into the 
arms of the non-cornmissioned officer 
waiting to receive it and fold it so 
carefully that no corner of it 
ever 


touches the ground. 


After retreat comes supper, plentiful 


and well chosen. After supper, with 
his mess kit washed and put away, 
the young soldier may join some chums 
and go to the Y.M.C.A., where he will 
find a warm welcome, many amuse- 
ments and a home-like atmosphere, or 
he may go to the library and pick out 
his favorite book, or if he is a wise 
young gentleman, he will take 
some 


book on military matters and seek that 
instruction without which he cannot 
hope thoroughly to master the army 
game. 


In all companies there will be a 


school for non-commissioned 
officers, 


conducted by one of the officers of the 
company, and to that school may go 
any young man who desires to qualify 
for 
non-commissioned rank. 
There 


are also school for those men of the 
national army 
who are 
unable 
to 


speak English. 


In addition to these evening schools, 


there is a series of technical schools 
giving special instruction to men hav- 
ing special qualifications. Soldiers ap- 
pointed to these schools are relieved at 
certain times of the day to attend. 


Thus passes his evening, and at 9.45 


the bugle sounds the call to quarters— 
with a haunting warning note at the 
end, that tells him that the evening is 
nearly over, and he must h*urry back 
to his quarters before "lights out," or 
he will undress in the dark; and then 
at 10 o'clock there sounds the last 
bugle call of the day—taps. The slow, 
sweet sound of the bugle floats over 
the great cantonment, and before its 
last note, light after light., hag winked 
out, and instead of the blaze of lighted 
windows, there is only the moon shin- 
ing down on the sleeping camp.

WAR OUTLOOK 


The Allies have materially strength- 


ened their position on all fronts. The 
Italians have practically stopped the 
Austrians and inflicted such severe 
losses that another drive is not expect- 
ed from that source. On the contrary, 
there is a splendid opportunity for a 
strong allied offensive that will prob- 
ably be taken advantage of in the near 
future. 


On the .western front an army of 


220,000 Americans blocks the enemy's 
advance towards Paris, while the de- 
fense of the channel has been much 
improved, not only by an increase in 
the defending forces but in the recent 
capture of important positions held by 
the Gewnans. 


The enemy, it appears, is planning 


a great drive—probably his last des- 
perate effort, but so far as can be 
judged, the Allies are better prepared 
to meet it than they were at any time 
since the first drive in March. - 


MAPS OF THE SUBWAYS 


It must have occurred to those who 


visit Boston only occasionally, that the 
Elevated company could popularize its 
subway lines to a very great extent by 
putting out a clear map of the system 
so that the general public might be 
assisted in finding out the various con- 
nections and ramifications. Since the 
"Washington street lines were added to 
the subway system formerly existing, 
it is very much more difficult to pick 
out a definite route through all the 
subways, tunnels and transfer stations. 


How is the occasional visitor to Bos- 


ton to find his wny in this labyrinth 
without some guide? The signs sus- 
pended at the stations may be suffi- 
cient for those familiar with the routes 
but not for the total stranger who is 
trying to make his way under the city. 
Perhaps it would cost considerable to 
get out such maps and have them 
available at all subway entrances; but 
they would be of great service to the 
public and would undoubtedly increase 
the revenue of the company by en- 
abling the general public to use the 
subways more freely than they do. 


CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR 


Richard H* Long, a prominent shoe 


'manufacturer, has declared himself a 
candidate for governor. Mr. Long has 
a record of liberality towards hia em- 
ployes tbat should bring him the sup- 
port of most laboring vieople. He was 
the first shoe manufacturer in this 
state to establish tho eiKlit hour day 
with union wages; but that does not 
Indicate his qualification for the high 
ofHco of governor. When the. war was 
declared ho offered bin shoe factory 
and equipment to the government to 
•tipply many nrtlclon needed by the 
army. In this w:iy he brought much 


tu JlasuacliUiiuUs und at tho 


same time rendered valuable aid to 
the government. That showed his pa 
triotism. He assisted in framing the 
Federal Reserve banking law and hie 
influence on other public questions haa 
been strongly exerted on the side of 
progress, justice and rlgtit. In point of 
business experience, sound judgment 
and administrative ability, he is thor 
oughly equipped for the position of 
governor and he is apparently the sort 
of candidate who would meet favor 
n-ith the people of Masiachusetts. 


With Mr. McCall out of the field 


this year there should be an opportun- 
ity to elect a democrat, one wh6 would 
stand by President Wilson in conduct- 
ing the war to final success. 


FOOD SAVED THE ALLIES 


During February and March our al- 


lies in Europe suffered from shortage 
of food. In London, in March, there 
were always 200,000 or more people in 
line waiting for a chance to get food 
supplies. In April the foods saved by 
Americans began reaching Europe in 
quantity. Says Mr. Hoover: 


"The fortufi;-** thing is, our food got 


over there just when the great spring 
offensive of the Germans got under 
way, and just when the morale of the 
allied peoples was going down very 
fast. Our food saved the day and we 
never could have shipped the amounts 
we did if it had not been for the enor- 
mous savings voluntarily effected by 
the American people. 


"The American housewife is holding 


the line by feeding, our Allies until we 
get an- American army over there in 
force. If it had not been for her, the 
war would have been over." 


Of course this authoritative informa- 


tion is startling, and we have all got 
to go right on conserving food, but the 
point we want to make in respect to 
this matter is, that it is authoritative 
Information as to what the people's 
savings and sacrifices have 
actually 


accomplished. It is information 
a 


pound of which weighs more than a 
ton of programs, plans, specifications 
and promises, and giving such infor- 
mation should in much larger degree 
enter 
into the war management's 


policy. 


The old claim that informing the 


American people as to what they have 
done is informing the enemy, is pretty 
much a worn-out gag, which in certain 
cases has had ulterior motives. 
Ger- 


many knows, our resources, knows that 
we're in it for all we're worth and very 
likely knows what we've accomplished 
quite as well as most of the American 
people. Men and 
women 
are 
but 


grown-up children. Show a child that 
it has done big things, and, in nine 
cases out of ten, it will at once go 
at doing bigger things. Mr. 
Hoover 


declares • that we saved Europe 
from 


collapse, 
last 
spring. Very good. 


We'll put her beyond reach of collapse 
so long as this war lasts. 


LAUNCHINGS ON THE FOURTH 
The United States is to celebrate In- 


dependence day by launching nearly 
100 ships for service in the war. 


Tho launchings will include forty- 


one steel vessels of from 3,500 to 12,000 
tons, making a total o£ about 290,000 
tons; fifty-two wooden vessels of from 
3,500 to 4,700 tons each, totaling 185,200 
tons. Thus the grand total nets at 
least 475,200 tons. 


The yards at \vhich the launchings 


will take place with the number of 
ships turned out by each are: 


Steel ships—Eastern yards, 12; Gulf 


yards, 1; Great Lakes, 11; Pacific 
coast, 17. 


Wooden vessels—Eastern yards, 12; 


Gulf yards, 14; Pacific coast, 26. 


Nothing in the line of shipbuilding 


at all comparable to this turning out 
of, nearly a hundred ships ever oc- 
curred in the history of the world, and 
furthermore, nothing of the kind was 
ever before possible. Yet this is but 


small item in the program that has 


been planned by the government. 


As a result of the speeding up proc- 


ess, 
the numbe'.' of ships now being 


completed is more than was formerly 
considered possible. 


Chairman Hurley of the 
shipping 


board predicts that in two years hence 
the United States will have a merchant 
marine of 25,000,000 tons. Since enter- 
ng the war, the addition from 
all 


sources has 
reached 
approximately 


4,500,000. The work is but well started 
and is to continue through 1919 and 
1920. 
Already the result of the 
in- 


crease has had a very noticeable effect 
n reducing the activity of the sub- 
marines. In a few months more the 
submarine menace will practically have 


eon completely overcome. It is thus 


highly gratifying to know that 
the 


United States has been largely Instru- 
mental in checking the ruthlessneos of 
the enemy at sea as well as on land. 
These are forerunners of the success 
that is to come. 


WAR CONDITIONS NOT FELT HERE 


There is great need of steadiness and 


patience among our industrial workers, 
In these times of. inflated prices, and 
,abor scarcity.

people make no fuss over wages so 
long as they get enough to eat 


Those who remember conditions here 


in the Civil war can tell a story that 
would make the profiteers 
of today 


ashamed of themselves. And we wish 
to remark here that profiteers are not 
all in the contracting or manufacturing 
class. The workman who is well paid 
and who makes an unreasonable de- 
mand for higher wages must be class- 
ed with the profiteers who hamper the 
government and retard 
production. 


But in reference to Civil war times in 
Lowell, it might be said that grass was 
growing upon our streets, so to speak, 
so far as industrial activity was con- 
cerned. Few of the cotton mills had 
anything to do; the people could not 
find employment in which to earn a 
living except in the army, and the cost 
of living ran much higher than at pres- 
ent. The price of flour was then $24 
per barrel; butter, 75 cents per pound; 
cheese, 50 cents per pound; kerosene, 
which was then used very largely for 
domestic lighting, was 15 cents pel- 
quart; tea, J1.25 per pound; and meat, 
eggs, and other commodities propor- 
tionately high. 


If this war lasts two or three years 


longer, we shall see a far different 
state of affairs from what we have at 
present. Prices will continue to go tip, 
labor will become scarcer, the 
food 


shortage more acute, and there will 
practically be no industries running 
except those which are necessary to 
the progress of the war. 


For a people at war, and such a war, 


we are getting through it with re- 
markably little suffering or privation. 
The boys who go over are 
making 


nearly all the sacrifices and it is not 
for us at home to raise a great hulla- 
baloo if we cannot get everything to 
suit us or if we are a little discommod- 
ed by the actualities of war.

Holland Plans to Turn Over 


50,000 Tons of Potatoes 
to the Germans 


America May Retaliate and 


Cut Off Supplies if the 


1 
Report is True 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
2.— Official 


announcement from The Hague that 
the Netherlands government has agreed 
to export patatoes from the new crop 


* 
in equal quantities to the belligerent 
nations, brought the disclosure yester- 
day of the fact that the United States' 
government has information of Hol- 
land's intention to export 50.000 tons 
of potatoes to Germany. 
Officials believe that in expressing a 


willingness to export potatoes to each 
of the belligerents, Holland is under- 


* 
taking to disguise her Intention of sup- 
plying large quantities of much-needed 
food to Germany alone. 


Potatoes on Way to Germany 


Shipments to Germany already are 
under way, according to cable advices, 
the movement following closely on the 
announcement in Germany of the re- 
duction of the potato ration from seven 
to three pounds weekly. 
1 To supply Germany anything like 
50,000 tons of potatoes, Holland, it was 
said yesterday, not only would be vio- 
lating an agreement with Great Britain 
to supply that country and Germany 
each with 5000 tons of potatoes yearly, 
but also probably would imperil her 
food agreement with the United States. 
Under that 
agreement 
America 


•> 
promised the Netherlands 
government 
grain in large quantities, and since 
much, of it already has been shipped, 
some officials were of the opinion that 
the government, while disinclined to

COAL IS COMING 


Storrow Coutuknt Conditions 


Will Be Better Than Those 
of Last Winter 


by 


State 
Promised Over 


Million Tons 
More 


Federal Officers 


BOSTON, July 2.—A detailed state- 


ment concerning the outlook for coal 
this winter was made by Councillor 
James J. Storrow. fuel administrator 
for New England, at the meeting of 
the city council yesterday. In declar- 
ing that the proposal of a. committee 
of the council to establish a municipal 
coal pocket waa not feasible because 
no coal supply could be diverted from 
the amount that will be allotted to 
Massachusetts, Mr. Storrow expressed 
confidence that general conditions this 
year would be better than those of last 
winter. 


He said that Massachusetts had been 


promised by the federal authorities an 
increase of 12 per cent in the anthra- 
cite delivery a» compared with last 
year. This would mean, Mr. Storrow 
stated, abont 1,000,000 tons increase. . 


"There is no such thing as the mu- 


nicipality going out and using 5100,000 
or $1,000.000 and increasing the amount 
of coal that can be brought into Bos- 
ton," said Mr. Storrow. "Every ton of 
coal that is coming in between now 
and the first of next April' has been 
allotted; so much to this city or town 
and so much to that. Coal will move 
in this state on that schedule. 
"I think, too, we have a right not to 
expect such a winter as we had last 
year. We have restricted deliveries__to 
people taking more than six tons. 
We 


hope that people are going to be more 
economical, that the winter is going to 
be an average winter, and we have 12 
per cent more coal. With those three 
factors, we hope that conditions here 
next winter will be very materially im- 
proved as compared with last winter."

1866, he began to contribute to The 
Independent and other magazines, and 
wrote his first book, "Plain Thoughts 
on the Art of Living." Later Dr. Glad- 
den became identified 
with 
leading 
magazines and at the close of duties 
as pastor at North Adams in 1871. he

Congregational meeting, he 
severely 
attacked gifts to Christian work and 
his references became known coun- 
try-wide. 
His activity in bringing church life 


closer to every day problems was well 
illustrated In his personal work in Co- 
lumbus. . He was in the forefront of 
the fight for municipal reform and in 
1900-1902, he served as a member of 
the Columbus city council. He greatly 
helped to frame new trolley 
fran- 
chises, improve the water supply and 
organize citizens for the election of 
better officials. 
Dr. Gladden for many years 
mani- 
fested deep Interest 
in educational 
work and lectured before leading col- 
leges and universities, both 
of 
the 
United States and England. 
Various honors directly connected 
with his Christian ministry came to 
Dr. Gladden. In 1891 he was a dele- 
gate to the International congress of 
Congregationalists in London, and for 
three years was moderator of the Con- 
gregational church of America—the 
highest honor in that denomination in 
the United States.

The trucks, with bedding and 
hospital equipment, reached the hospi- 
tal simultaneously with the woundec 
from the battlefield.

measure adopted to control the manu- 
facture, storage, purchase and use of 
ixplosives and ingredients in this 
country, is now in force. The law af- 
fects 
physicians, educational institu- 


tions, contractors, wholesale and retail 
druggists, manufacturers 
and 
many 


other branches of the trade, who have 
in their possession ingredients classed 
as explosives in quantities of one ounce 
or more and they must be licensed, 
while purchasers of said ingredients in 
quantities of one ounce or more must 
also have a license. 


The government has placed a ban on 


the use of nitric acid, 
bichromates, 


chlorates, nitrates of all grades and 
strengths, mixed acids, perborates and 
perchlorates, permanganates, peroxides 
and phosphorous, and all who have any 
of the listed ingredients in quantities 
of one ounce or more in their posses- 
sion, are affected under this law, while 
included in this list are also fireworks 
except those sold in ten cent packages. 
flashlight powder, all kinds of smoke- 
less powder, and dynamite. All deal- 
ers who sell fireworks must have a 
vender's license. 
The purpose of this law is to prevent 
disloyal persons from procuring explo- 
isves and ingredients.

WASHINGTON, July 2—Comment-

day Provost Marshal General Crowd- 
er emphasized today that the order 
did not affect men outside of draft 
ages 
Several 
communities 
appa- 


rently have confused-it with the anti- 
loafing laws in some states. 


He explained that the work or fight 


order was purely a military step and 
that regulations 
regarding 
employ- 


ment or military service for unregis- 
tered men were not embraced in his 
functions. 


Of the services performed by men 


•who leave non-essential pursuits 
to 


take up essential work, he said: 


"The army and navy are taking the 


men who are best able physically to 
do the fighting. But that is only one 
part of the national task imposed by 
the war. The other part, that part 
•which falls on the other men, is to set 
tree these men who are to. do the 
fighting. Every man who helps to set 
free a fighting man is helping to fight 
and win the war. 
"Now many of the men in deferred 


classes 2, 3 and 4, deferred on grounds 
of dependency, are not engaged in ef- 
fective industries. 


"The spectacle is not a. satisfying 


one of a contingent 
of drafted men 


from class one'being marched .down 
the street while other men of their 
own age, watching from the windows,

»nny boxing rules codified to govern 
centesU among the million and a half 
of men in training have.been issued 
by war department commission on 
training camp activities.

"A million and a half men of the 


new army are being taught to box," 
says Dr; Joseph B. Raycroft, head of 
the athletic division of the commission, 
"because . It develops in them those 
qualities of alertness and pugnacity 
which make them better bayonet fight- 
ers. Suceess in bayonet fighting de- 
pends upon aggressive determination 
and attack even more than upon skill. 
Boxing develops this aggressiveness in 
offense. .A fierce-attacking 
fa/fward-

recommendation is a direct departure 
from the accepted standard of ring 
strategy which puts a premium on 
purely defensive .tactics. 


Under the new rules a total of six 


blows constitutes the ground, plan .of 
the.boxing program. The maintenance 
of such a series of blows must be tak- 
en'-into consideration in the final judg- 
ment of points.

Both require agility of body, 
quickness of eye, good balance and 
control in giving a punch or thrust, 
and' an aggressive fighting spirit that 
Breaks down or weakens defense, and 
makes openings for an effective "fin- 
ish." 


An efficient fighting soldier must not 


only be trained in the technique of 
offense and 
defense, 
but 
must 
be 


'charged" with the 
proper 
fighting 


spirit. We .are dealing with men who

Principal 'Feature* of Code 


The principal features of the army 


boxing code are as follows;

this time before congress if possible.

means I have discovered. The princi- 
ple is so extremely simple that the 
minute one sees it he wonders why he 
did not think of it before."
